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Council and GHI Praise Pepco 
But Not Verizon and Comcast 


On Monday, June 30, the 
Greenbelt City Council and the 
Board of Directors of Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. (GHI) met for their 
annual stakeholder worksession. 
The location of the meeting al- 
ternates. This year they met in 
the council room at the Municipal 
Building. 

All members of the city coun- 
cil were present except Leta 
Mach, who was out of town. 
Seven of the nine directors of 
the GHI board attended. Vice 
President Susan Ready intro- 
duced Steven Skolnik as the new 
president of the board, although 
he is well known to council in 
another capacity. He served for 
more than 20 years on the city’s 
Board of Appeals, for most of 
them as chair. 

Other GHI board members 
present were Ed James (secre- 
tary), Chuck Hess (treasurer), 
Frank DeBernardo, Diana McFad- 
den and Bill Jones. Also at the

table were City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin and GHI General 
Manager Eldon Ralph. Not able 
to attend were Patricia Novinski 
and Aaron Markavitch. 

The agenda for the annual 
meeting 1s typically a combina- 
tion of “something old, some- 
thing new.” Occasionally there 
is even “something borrowed.” 
This year, about half the agenda 
items were topics carried over 
from prior meetings or discus- 
sions. 

Pepco Poles 

Pepco’s electrical rehab proj- 
ect, first discussed at the 2012 
worksession, was the first subject 
out of the gate. This year Pepco 
was the good guy of the evening, 
which has not always been the 
case. Skolnik reported that GHI 
has had few member complaints 
about the utility’s extensive work 
in replacing most of its utility 
poles in conjunction with the re- 
moval, trimming and replacement 


of trees. As part of this work, 
Pepco was also upgrading its 
own equipment. The goal was 
to reduce outages and improve 
performance. Skolnik said he 
thought Pepco had done an excel- 
lent job. 

In contrast, Skolnik observed, 
Verizon and Comcast seem to 
have done almost nothing about 
moving their wiring and equip- 
ment to the new Pepco poles so 
Pepco can remove the old ones. 
The understanding was that Ve- 
rizon and Comcast would take 
action within 90 days of Pepco’s 
completing its work. 

McLaughlin said there was 
concern about this problem over 
such a wide geographic area that 
legislation about it had been in- 
troduced in the General Assembly 
this year. Although the bill did 
not pass, he said it was remark- 
able that the issue had received

GATE’s Relationship to City 
Is Discussed at Worksession 


The Greenbelt City Council 
and Greenbelt Access Television 
were unable definitively to decide 
at a city council worksession 
on July 23 whether the channel 
would continue being city-sup- 
ported or would instead become 
a completely independent city 
contractor. 

Council has been facing pres- 
sure from Greenbelt citizens to 
justify why Greenbelt’s public 
access television channel, better 
known as GATE, is housed rent- 
free in the Greenbelt Community 
Center despite being a non-gov- 
ernmental organization when other 
organizations located there must 
pay for their space, Mayor Em- 
mett Jordan said. 

GATE not only receives a stu- 
dio but also $20,000 of funding. 
In return, they help with city- 
funded events and lend equipment 
to the city whenever asked, said 
Councilmember Judith Davis. 

The current lack of specificity 
as to GATE’s obligations has led 
GATE and the council to create a 
memorandum of understanding out- 
lining specific duties GATE would 
be responsible to cover for its rent. 

In response to GATE’s reluc- 
tance to accept this memorandum, 
some city councilmembers sug- 
gested getting rid of the memo- 
randum altogether and instead to 
transition to a completely contrac- 
tual relationship in which GATE 
would pay rent and in turn charge 
the city for its services.

GATE Response 

GATE was unhappy with the 
original memorandum because 
it was “too specific” about what 
GATE had to do for the city, said 
Robert Zugby, president of GATE. 
They wanted instead to continue 
the status quo but add a yearly 
report of everything they had done 
for the city to make it easier for 
the city to check on it. 

GATE is a public access televi- 
sion channel that airs community- 
created programming. In addition 
to airing these programs, GATE 
teaches people how to create their 
Own programs, use broadcast 
equipment and write for televi- 
sion. GATE also offers animation 
classes in conjunction with the 
Greenbelt Association for the Vi- 
sual Arts, Zugby said. 

Currently, no formal process 
exists for determining if GATE 
is fulfilling its duties to the city. 
The city sometimes meets with 
GATE board members to review 
the budget. 

“They help us, we help them,” 
Davis said. 

Davis said that GATE was no 
longer a fledgling organization that 
needed the city to continue oper- 
ating like it did when it was es- 
tablished in 1987. “It seems like 
the simplest thing to do 1s that 
[GATE] simply pay the $4,356 in 
your rental contract as other orga- 
nizations do, bill us for services 
rendered, and then we’ll just deal 
with that,” she said. “You used 


to be struggling but now you’re a 
well-run organization.” 
Goodwill? 

Zugby said that this would 
create too much of a corporate 
atmosphere that would ruin the 
goodwill between the city and 
GATE. 

“The impetus of cooperation 
right now is just goodwill. That’s 
part of our mission,” said Zugby. 
“We cooperate with the city and 
the city cooperates with us when 
asked. You change it to a com- 
mercial operation, that changes the 
whole footing on the relationship 
with us and the city of Green- 
belt,” he added. 

Councilmember Konrad Her- 
ling, also disagreed with the con- 
tractor suggestion. 

“T cannot think of a time in 
the last 20-plus years where cable 
access TV was asked to help out 
and GATE said no,” Herling said. 
“Tt’s almost as if GATE becomes a 
contractor to the city, and if that’s 
the way the city wants to go, it’s a 
decision the city can make. But I 
don’t support the idea.” 

It was agreed that Zugby and 
City Manager Michael McLaugh- 
lin will work out another iteration 
of the memorandum to send to 
council. This will not happen 
immediately, however, no date has 
been set yet to finalize it.

Greenbelt Makes Short List 
Of Potential FBI HO Sites

The city received notice ear- 
ly Tuesday afternoon that the 
Greenbelt Station Site has been 
selected by the General Service 
Administration (GSA) to be on 
the short list of three potential 
sites for the relocation of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
(FBI) headquarters. The other 
sites are the former Landover 
Mall and one in Springfield, Va. 

We’ve been expecting this an- 
nouncement for several months. 
The proposed site would be de- 
veloped under an agreement be- 
tween WMATA and Garth Beall, 
an attorney and developer who 
has worked with the city on the 
site for more than a decade. 

This project would be a 
“same changer” for the areas 
surrounding Greenbelt and Prince 
George’s County. It would bring 
as many as 11,000 FBI personnel 
consolidated from 20 locations 
around the region to Greenbelt. 

The positive impact on our lo- 


cal economy could be enormous, 
producing ancillary jobs and new 
opportunities for local businesses 
and entrepreneurs. Our prop- 
erty values would likely increase, 
as some FBI employees would 
choose to live in Greenbelt and 
neighboring communities. Also, 
the relocation might provide the 
city with opportunities to improve 
transportation or other infrastruc- 
ture that we currently cannot 
justify upgrading. 

Our proximity to the Metro, 
MARC, Amtrak, I-495, I-295, 
Greenbelt Road/University Boule- 
vard, and BWI Marshall Airport 
would provide unparalleled ac- 
cess to mass transit and other 
transportation. 

The site clearly meets all of 
the GSA requirements and seems 
to be the best fit for this project 
among the potential sites. 

Several steps will need to take

GHI Hears Building Comm. 
Analysis of Pilot Program

The Greenbelt Homes, Inc. 
Board of Directors voted unani- 
mously Thursday, July 24 to 
end an agreement with Genesis 
Electrical Services and in turn to 
contract with Best Way Electric 
LLC to perform electrical work 
for the third phase of the Homes 
Improvement Pilot Program. The 
board then met with the Build- 
ings Committee to discuss its 
evaluation of the Pilot Program. 

The board voted to end the 
contract with Genesis “because it 
may not be able to provide ser- 
vices in a timely manner due to 
other commitments,” according to 
the motion that passed. 

The board approved contract- 
ing with Best Way to replace 
baseboard heaters and install new 
thermostats and ceiling heaters in 
the 16 pilot program units that 
signed on for the work. 


“We have contacted them as 
far as availability with mate- 
rial and delivery, and they’re 
two weeks for getting material in 
and they are available to start,” 
said Tom Sporney, director of 
technical services for the hous- 
ing Co-op. 

Buildings Committee 

The board meeting was fol- 
lowed by a two-hour work ses- 
sion in which the Buildings 
Committee and the board dis- 
cussed the committee’s evaluation 
of the pilot program. 

While the committee and the 
board led the conversation, com- 
munity members were given a 
chance to offer thoughts and ask 
questions. 

Home Innovation Research 
Labs (HIRL) provides technical

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Animal Control Program Offers Wide Variety of Benefits

The Greenbelt Animal Control 
program was established in 2002. 
Greenbelt is the only municipal- 
ity in Prince George’s County 
to have and to operate its own 
shelter and adoption program. 
The Animal Control Division 
prides itself on being ethical and 
humane in its treatment of ani- 
mals, including providing positive 
reinforcement training techniques. 

The City of Greenbelt uses 
two veterinary practices to assist 
in providing care and treatment 
of animals. Greenbelt Animal 
Control operates a no-kill orga- 
nization. 

The Staff 

One part-time and two full- 
time employees receive and run 
calls, impound animals, prosecute 
neglect/cruelty cases and care for 
animals in the shelter seven days 
a week. They also hold fundrais- 
ers for special needs animals, 
plan and implement events for 
the public as well as maintain the 
shelter and surrounding grounds 
that accommodate the shelter. 

Keith Gooding, who interned 
with the shelter during high 
school and then became an active 
volunteer, earned more volunteer 
hours than anyone in his graduat- 
ing class. He loves to work with 
“problem” dogs and train the 
animals to do tricks, he says. He 
apparently has a calming effect 
on the animals and works hard 
to keep all of them comfortable 
while at the shelter. 

Howard Stanback, who re- 
cently planned and implemented 
a successful Animal Care Expo, 
works part time as an animal 
control officer and part time as 
a parking enforcement officer for 
the city. 

Lauren (Derise) Crossed began 
working for the City of Greenbelt 
at the end of 2008 as an Animal 
Control Officer. She started her 
career with the Washington Hu- 
mane Society in a high-volume 
shelter in 2000, departing in 2008 
as Director of Animal Control. 
She is certified in blow dart and 
dart gun sedating, emergency 
shelter management and humane 
euthanasia. Through her match- 
making, successful adoptions 
have been made. Crossed also 
has extensive experience con- 
ducting temperament evaluations 
through Susan Sternburg and 
Open Paw sheltering through Ian 
Dunbar. 

The Facility 

The facility can hold six sin- 
gle dogs or 12 dogs doubled up. 
The dogs use the play yard at 
least three times a day, alone or 
in a playgroup. Three catteries 
with open colonies allow the cats 
to roam freely, sunbathe in the 
window, perch on the cat tree or 
snuggle in a bed. 

Every effort is made to place 
adoptable animals with appropri- 
ate adoptive homes. Adoptable 
animals can be visited at any 
time by appointment.

Every time I visit the shelter, 
it is clean and organized. There is 
calming music being played. For 
positive reinforcement, Crossed 
made “catch me being good” 
pails in which visitors give well 
behaved dogs a biscuit treat. The 
cat rooms and dog kennels are 
equipped with clean litter, food, 
water dishes and toys. Pictures 
and pet “biographies” are dis- 
played on the doors. 

Volunteers and staff work to- 
gether to maintain the space and 
continue to make improvements: 
landscaping the welcome area, 
walking the dogs and socializ- 
ing the cats, assisting in special 
events, undertaking projects at 
the animal shelter and providing 
valuable feedback and ideas to 
improve operation of the shelter 
and the animal control program. 

Events 

Animal Control hosts various 
events throughout the year: 

¢ A Doggy Easter Egg Hunt in 
which leashed, friendly pups are 
invited to the shelter for a bone 
hunt, photo booth, doggy treats 
and games. 

¢ A “Real Housecats of Green- 
belt” initiative: in preparation for 
new litters, all adult cat adoption 
fees are waived. 

¢ Volunteers plan and imple- 
ment a “Kitten Shower” complete 
with food, fun and games. Dona- 
tions benefit the new litters of 
kittens at the shelter. 

¢ Animal Care Expo/Block 
Party in June that features face 
painting, a vegan food truck, 
smoothies, a pet photographer, a 
pet psychic, microchipping and 
rabies vaccinations by the SPCA 
of Prince George’s County, rescue 
groups (Alley Cat Allies, Oldies 
but Goodies, Baltimore Bully 
Crew), Grooming by Em, Col- 
lege Park Animal Control, APAW, 
positive reinforcement training 
and Greenbelt CERT team. 

¢ Kissing Booth at Labor Day 
Festival (get and/or give kiss- 
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es to affectionate canines). A 
new game will be unveiled this 
year: for a small fee, partici- 
pants will toss bagged (fake) 
poop into a trash can (prizes 
will be awarded). Not only 
does this sound hilarious but 
the staff hopes to encourage 
pet guardians to pick up after 
their pets. After all, it is the 
law. GBAS T-shirts will also be 
available for purchase. 

¢ 10th annual Pooch Plunge, a 
Greenbelt tradition, where dogs 
and their people can swim to- 
gether in the city’s outdoor pool 
on Saturday, September 6 from 
10 a.m. to 2 p.m. There is a fee 
per dog and a limit of two dogs 
per handler. Poop bags provided 
(hint: walk your pup before at- 
tending; if there’s a poop in- 
cident, the event will be con- 
cluded). 

Fundraising 

Staff and volunteers have ap- 
plied for a spay/neuter grant 
through the Department of Ag- 
riculture. Proposed is a voucher 
program in which local veterinar- 
ians will accept vouchers for pet 
spaying and neutering. (Franklin 
Park Apartments has reduced 
their pet rate for participants in 
the program.) 

Volunteering 

According to Crossed, over 40 
volunteers assist with operations 
of the shelter. Celia Craze, the 
city’s Director of Planning and 
Development, emphasizes that 
“volunteer support is critical to 
our mission.” For instance, one 
volunteer has made stools for 
each cat room so visitors can sit 
comfortably. 

Another team of volunteers 
has completed steps to become a 
501(c)(3) nonprofit to be called 
WAGS (Well Wishers for the 
Animals of Greenbelt Shelter). 
Funds will be raised to complete 
projects like improving the shel- 
ter and shelter yard.

an advisory com- 
mittee to give input 
on policies, opera- 
tions, programs and 
budget. “Volunteers 
are encouraged to 
self-initiate and 
bring staff ideas,” 
says Craze. 

Craze also 
spoke of two cur- 
rent initiatives: 

1. Accepting 
regular donations 
to assist with ex- 
traordinary, treatable medical 
procedures for adoptable cats and 
dogs(e.g. eye surgery for dog 
Rocky, who now lives with his 
new forever family). 

2. Volunteers have created a 
landscaping committee. Current 
projects: creating a_ durable, 
low maintenance yard (without 
dirt) and adding features to the 
fencing to improve security and 
crafting an intimate “getting to 
know you” space (where potential 
adopters can meet with a dog in 
a designated area). 

Interested persons complete a 
volunteer application and attend 
a volunteer orientation. Volunteers 
apply unique skills to the shelter 
in many different ways, such as 
social media outreach, event plan- 
ning, fundraising, organizing, dog 
walking, cat socializing (e.g. pet- 
ting, brushing), fostering, holding 
adoption events.

pilot program, including actual 
cost, member comfort, energy 
saved, preservation of historic 
character and improvement of 
living conditions.

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Council and Franklin Park 
Staff Hold Worksession

The reputation of Franklin 
Park has steadily become more 
positive over the last two years 
since renovations began, said Jo- 
seph Kazamovsky of Fieldstone 
Properties, the apartment complex 
owners, at the July 28 workses- 
sion with the Greenbelt City 
Council. All councilmembers 
were present. 

The first two years were a real 
struggle, he added. 

The Franklin Park representa- 
tive updated councilmembers on 
the current status of work there 
and any issues that Fieldstone 
Properties is facing as more reno- 
vations take place in the com- 
munity. 

“Some never considered living 
in a place like this and now we 
have people looking for a quiet 
and attractive place to live,” Ka- 
zamovsky said. 

Councilmembers asked about 
the occupancy rate, the status of 
the commercial area and other 
possible improvements. 

“We need to truly connect 
with the community,” Council- 
member Konrad Herling said. 

Earlier Meeting 

In 2012, Franklin Park rep- 
resentatives met with council to 
discuss needed renovations and 
what good those changes would 
bring. Franklin Park Business 
Partnership’s Angela Johnson, 
who moved to Franklin Park be- 
fore renovations began in 2012, 
praised Fieldstone Properties for 
making the changes. 

“I did live in the apartment 
during [the renovations]. I want 
to share what they’re doing here, 
what has been done here. [Fu- 
ture residents] are not just look- 
ing for an apartment,” she said. 
“They’re looking for a living 
experience and that includes not 


only our community, but that 
includes the city community and 
also the surrounding areas,” she 
added. 

Other Franklin Park residents 
at the meeting, however, voiced 
their concerns about the increase 
in rent, utilities and electricity. 
They were especially concerned 
as to what might happen if the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
decides to build a new head- 
quarters facility at the Greenbelt 
Metro Station Site. 

“IT came here to voice my 
opinions about the increase in 
utilities when I’m conserving and 
others aren’t, but yet I’m being 
penalized and I’m paying more 
rather than less,” said Rosemary 
Bell, a resident who has lived in 
the apartment complex for the 
last 20 years. 

Equipment Removal 

At the end of the session, there 
was discussion that some play- 
ground equipment at Franklin Park 
would be removed. This issue 
was a concern to Mayor Emmett 
Jordan. “We really pride ourselves 
on having a playground and recre- 
ational centers for residents so the 
idea of removing the playground 
really concerns me,” he said. 

During the meeting, Fieldstone 
Properties representatives also 
discussed a path between Ed- 
monston Road and Cherrywood 
Lane to allow residents to get to 
the Greenbelt Metro Station ac- 
cess road at the Springhill Lake 
Recreation Center. 

“T got a couple of emails from 
residents thanking the manage- 
ment and thanking the city for 
making that happen,” Jordan said.

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While Moths Were Shy, 
Club125 Is Enthusiastic 


Club125 organized a moth 
count Wednesday night as part of 
National Moth Week. The coun- 
ters gathered at the club in Roo- 
sevelt Center around 8 p.m. and 
set out for the edge of the woods 
by the horseshoe pits next to the 
Aquatic and Fitness Center. The 
area for the moth count needed 
to be dark so the light would 
attract the moths. The counters 
set up a sheet, tossed it over a 
string and put a lantern behind it. 
This sheet stuns and collects the 
moths attracted by the light. They 
also set up a sweet-smelling sub- 
stance to attract different types of 
moths. With everything set up, it 
was time to wait at least an hour 
for the counters’ light to attract 
moths. Eight-year-old Ob Cooler- 
Stith gave the moth count a big 
thumb’s up, but had to leave 
early. Moth counts, it turns out, 
go later than an 8 year-old’s bed- 
time. After Ob and his dad, John 
Stith, left, that left just a couple 
of counters, Club125 co-founder 
Eva Fallon and Nikki Privé, who 
brought the moth count to Club 
125 this year. Club125 tries to 
Support and encourage citizen- 
science projects, Fallon said. 

While waiting, there were oth- 
er creatures of the night to ob- 
serve, with bats flying overhead 
and a nighttime game of Frisbee 
on the softball field. Moth nights 
started in 2005 when David Mos- 
cowitz and Liti Haramaty began 
holding the events in their com- 
munity of East Brunswick, N.J. 

In 2011, they expanded the 
idea to a National Moth Week. 
By 9:45 p.m., it was time to 
count the moths. Peering around 
the sheet, the counters looked to 
their bounty. Amongst the Japa- 
nese beetles and the tiny mosqui- 
toes, there was only one moth. 

Fallon said the moth might be 
a leafhopper and they also identi- 
fied what might be a longhorn 
beetle, 

“We’re wondering where the 
leopard moths are hiding out - 
because we’re seeing the caterpil- 
lars everywhere but no moths,” 
Fallon said in an email. 

The count may have been 
disappointing, but the counters 
are already planning next year’s 
event. They used a normal 
camping lantern this year but 
plan to use ultraviolet lights next 
year. And instead of placing the 
lantern on the ground, next year 
they want to hang it in the air. 

They hope they can continue 
to bring awareness of moths 
and help people realize that they 
can be just as beautiful as but- 
terflies. During National Moth 
Week, Club125 also made paper 
moths last Sunday afternoon and 
screened a moth documentary on 
Tuesday.

attention at that level. 
Higher Priority 

McLaughlin said the city 
would be happy to make the 
double poles a higher priority if 
that was desired. In response to 
Councilmember Silke Pope’s que- 
ry on whether there was anything 
the city could do that would have 
an impact, Councilmember Rod- 
ney Roberts noted that some of 
the poles in question are in city 
rights-of-way. 

In response to a question from 
Chuck Hess, McLaughlin con- 
firmed that the city was sure 
Pepco had in fact notified Ve- 
rizon and Comcast that the new 
poles were up. Councilmember 
Judith Davis reminded everyone 
that the city had been told by 
Comcast and Verizon in their 
last worksession that Pepco had 
unilaterally announced its plan of 
work without consulting them on 
coordinating schedules, with the 
result that this work had not been 
built into their planning. 

Councilmember Edward Putens 
suggested that the city write to 
both telecommunications compa- 
nies and request an accounting of 
their plans. He commented that 
he had heard that there might be 
financial issues and that some of 
the contractors were not showing 
up to work. 

Davis replied that more than 
letters might be needed and she 
pointed out that this suggestion 
offered a perfect segue into the 
next topic on the agenda: the 
ongoing problem with the sorry 
state of Comcast’s cable boxes. 
Regarding all things Comcast, 
Davis asked if there were a way 
the city could get their attention 
on these problems by using as a 
hook the negotiations with Com- 
cast on the renewal of the city’s 
franchise agreement. 

Contract 

Beverly Palau, the city’s pub- 
lic information and communica- 
tion coordinator, was asked to 
brief the group on the status of 
the Comcast contract negotia- 
tions, which are being conducted 
by a county consortium on which 
Palau represents the city. She 
said they had started out holding 
regular weekly meetings with 
Comcast in February but that 
they had “hit a brick wall” and 
been unable to get Comcast to 
meet over the last month. 

Although many issues and a 
sample contract had been pre- 
sented to Comcast, she said, they 
were apparently not ready to talk. 
It was noted, however, that the 
change in tone might be attrib- 
utable to their proposed merger 
with Time Warner Cable. 

According to Palau, the topic 
of the Pepco poles has not to 
date been part of the negotiations. 
Rather, it was, as Davis said 
earlier, a topic at the city’s last 
worksession with Comcast and 
Verizon. She stressed that what 
Pepco is requiring of Verizon and 
Comcast is a great deal of work, 
almost approaching a complete 
rebuild of their plant here, and 
will take time to do properly. 

On the other hand, Palau as- 
sured the group that one of the 
items of negotiation that has been 
brought up at the contract meet- 
ings 1s that Comcast needs to lay 
out a procedure for dealing with 
box maintenance on an ongoing 
basis since they currently have no 
procedure in place. She said this 
is not just a Greenbelt problem 
and that she has recently received 
response from a new contact at 
Comcast who has promised not 


to let the matter drop. 

Palau asked GHI to keep in 
touch with her if Comcast does 
not do what it has said it will do. 
She said there have been sev- 
eral earlier points when time has 
been lost because she has passed 
the matter to GHI staff, think- 
ing they were in communication 
with Comcast, only to discover 
that was not the case. “Please 
remember it’s a two-way street,” 
she said. 

Pope said that Belle Point has 
had a big problem with repair of 
cable boxes, too, and has also 
asked the city for help. Davis 
said the Greenbelt East Advisory 
Coalition (GEAC) had also com- 
plained about this problem, which 
affects many areas of the city. 
Skolnik said he hoped the county 
would put on the pressure. 

Rights-of-Way 

Since 2009 GHI and city staff 
have collaborated to address 
problems of significant encroach- 
ment of eight GHI houses along 
Crescent Road, resulting in the 
abandonment of city right-of-way. 
The success of this joint work 
inspired Skolnik’s fervent state- 
ment (and pun) to McLaughlin 
and council: “You have a jewel 
in Terri Hruby, and she has been 
a joy to work with,” referring to 
the city’s assistant director for 
planning, who has been assigned 
this extensive project. 

There are still many more 
encroachment occurrences, and 
a new list of five was submitted 
to the city by GHI for the next 
round of work. These situations 
have occurred because of the 
federal government’s failure to do 
an “as constructed” site survey to 
plot city streets at the time the 
government sold the Greenbelt 
property to private owners. At 
this point the rights-of-way is- 
sues involving structures are still 
significant. Ready commented 
that it is GHI’s hope that the 
more minor encroachments will 
eventually be able to be resolved 
by a comparatively simple memo- 
randum of understanding, if the 
city is willing. 

The city and GHI are both in 
agreement with the goal of being 
able to check off the new list of 
five within the next 12 months. 

As a side note, Skolnik com- 
mented that in the future there 
might be right-of-way issues 
raised regarding charging stations, 
since a number of GHI residents 
already have electric vehicles and 
interest in this issue is growing. 
At this point GHI itself does not 
intend to set up stations; howev- 
er, rather the initiative would be 
taken by individual members, he 
said. Since stations need to be 
near where cars park, there may 
be right-of-way issues regarding 
equipment or cable crossings. 

Gym Sound System 

GHI has for many years used 
the gym in the Community Cen- 
ter for its annual membership 
meetings. For a number of years 
there have been difficulties of one 
variety or another with the sound. 
Eldon Ralph said the situation 
had been better in 2013 than in 
2012 but that GHI nonetheless 
chose to rent its own system in 
2014. 

Ralph said his concern was 
that because of the Homes Im- 
provement Program, which soon 
will go communitywide, many 
more membership meetings than 
usual will be held over the next 
few years and it is essential that 
sound problems not distract or 
disrupt the meetings.

Ralph went on to say that the 
city manager had suggested that 
perhaps the equipment was not 
being used to get maximum ben- 
efit and he would provide techni- 
cians at the next meeting. Ralph 
said they were grateful for that 
offer and would be happy to give 
it another try. McLaughlin said 
if that still proved inadequate, 
the city could look into further 
improvements. 

GHI Board Member Frank 
DeBernardo added that he hoped 
the city would at some point 
evaluate enhancing the audio- 
visual capabilities throughout 
the Community Center since it 
is an important meeting site for 
the city. Jordan mentioned that 
there had been discussion during 
the budget period of enabling 
cablecasting from the Community 
Center Multipurpose Room. 

Davis cautioned people about 
not having unrealistic expecta- 
tions of sound quality in a gym. 
There was also some discussion 
of whether the renovated Green- 
belt Theater might be a feasible 
site for meetings. 

New Playground 

The newest playground in the 
city is located in GHI behind 2 
Court of Laurel Hill Road. Its 
surface was the subject of consid- 
erable controversy last year until 
the city council made a decision 
to use a poured-in-place rubber 
surface rather than either the 





rubber mulch it had originally in- 
tended to use or the wood mulch 
that some residents considered 
safer. 

Skolnik reported that the 
majority of residents seemed 
pleased with the playground 
itself but that there are areas 
of significant ponding of water 
following rainfall on both the 
adjacent sidewalk and turf ar- 
eas. This problem did not exist 
before the playground existed 
McLaughlin responded that the 
efforts of the Public Works De- 
partment to regrade the area had 
been only partially successful 
and that the city was still work- 
ing on a solution. 

Marketing Greenbelt 

Noting that College Park had 
contracted with a firm to develop 
a marketing plan to attract new 
residents to the city and that 
Hyattsville had established a po- 
sition for economic development, 
GHI’s Marketing Committee has 
made a recommendation that the 
City of Greenbelt consider doing 
something similar. 

Skolnik said he was interested 
to see that the city had recently 
contracted with a firm toward that 
end. The city manager replied that 
the city is working with a company 
to develop an economic strategy, 
with work being underway. 

Jordan explained some of the 
thinking that went into pursu- 
ing this route and said GHI was

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on the list for outreach efforts. 
McLaughlin added that this year’s 
budget includes funding for as- 
sistance in various economic 
development matters. 

Homes Improvement 

With the formal agenda com- 
pleted, the mayor asked for an 
update on the Communitywide 
Homes Improvement Program. 

Skolnik said the pilot program 
has one more winter and spring. 
The plan is to begin to shift to 
the communitywide program 
with a membership meeting this 
fall in which members will be 
asked to vote on the “envelopes” 
to homes to improve perfor- 
mance. Many improvements 
under discussion are unfunded 
and the pilot was designed to 
explore options. 

Ralph added that during the 
last phase of the pilot project 
they will install alternative heat- 
ing and cooling systems. An- 
other meeting will be held next 
year to make decisions on those 
items, he added. 

Ready then said she wanted 
to clarify that while the pilot 
program is examining options 
for unfunded improvements, the 
basis of the Homes Improvement 
Program involves replacing win- 
dows, doors, heating systems and 
siding on the frame homes, which 
are being paid for through the 
reserves accumulated over many 
years from member fees.
